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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

Amendment filed 4/3/2006 has been entered and considered by the Examiner. Currently, claims 
1-16 are pending in the instant application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 and 9, the reference of the Prior Art of record fails to teach of suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claims 1 and 9, and specifically comprising the limitation of 
an arc discharge chamber wherein a pair of electrodes are supported in said discharge region spaced apart 
from one another by a distance Le with said walls about said discharge region having an average diameter 
along Le equal to D so as to satisfy 4<Le/D<5; and ionizable materials provided in said discharge region of 
said discharge chamber comprising a noble gas, a sodium halide and mercury in an amount sufficiently 
small to result in a voltage drop between said electrodes during lamp operation that is less than 110 V 
rms, in combination with the remaining limitations of the respective claims. 

Regarding claims 2-8 and 10-16, claims 2-8 and 10-16 are allowable for the reasons given in 
claims 1 and 9 due to their dependency status from claims 1 and 9.
